IT IS 


The Despatch attempts to defend itself 


against tlie charge of misrepresenting' Mr. 
Cleveland, It pleads justification, and at- 
tempts to prove that the democratic ex- 
president is really a free-trader. 
Hereto- 


fore we have always given The Despatch 
credit for knowing better. But it seems 
that the new man lias spent too great a por- 
tion of his life reading republican newspa- 
pers and not enough time in the Lonesl 
study of economical questions. As a result 
the republican misrepresentations have at 
last secured all the sanctity of an article 
of faith with him. This is u dfploroble 
condition of mind for any fellow citizen to 
ficd himself in. It is doubtful that there is 
any redemption from it. If there were such 
an offense as apolitical sin against the Holy 
Ghost, one would conclude that The Des- 
patch had fallen into it. 


Now the question arises, how m,.ny re- 


publicans are there who honestly believe 
that Cleveland is a free-trader, aud that the 
democratic parly is in favor of the same 
policj? The Despatch has announced that 
it is serious, and some of the breaks it has 
made would lead one to suspect that such 
may be the case. Of course we can't tell 
what The Kebublican honestly thinks, for 
it has never been addicted to the expression 
of honest thought. But then The Di-spatcb 
man got his queer belief from reading pa- 
pers somewhat similar to The Republican. 
It is well, in this campaign of education, to 
remember that other pt-op!e read these pa- 
pers. We have seen what a terrible effect 
this practice has on some minds. A lie, 
persistently told, secures a footing, and fin- 
ally becomes a half tiuth in some innocent, 
but honest minds. So it becomes the dem- 
ocrats to address themselves to these 
i>e- 


nighted beings. These fellows need en- 
lightenment. 


But The Despatch's plea of justification 


is argued very poorly. We are fust in- 
formed that "when a free-trade democrat 
undertakes to mislead the people as to his 
real views, he invariably declares that Un- 
democratic party is not in favor of free 
trade.'' Just a little farther on in the ar- 
ticle -weare infoimed that the democratic 
convention in 1S48 declared that the fruits 
of the triumph oflS44gave "a noble im- 
pulse to the cause of free trade.'' This dec- 
laration was reaffirmed in 1S5G according 
to the statement of The Despatch, and the 
further statement was added that "the time 
has come for the people of the United States 
to declare themselves in favor of free seas 
and progressive free trade throughout the 
world." We are told that this was reaf- 
firmed in 1800. and The Despatch says that 
the democrats declared themselves free- 
traders. 


Now do not these statements of The De- 


spatch conflict? We are first told that when 
a democrat undertakes to mislead the peo- 
ple, he declares that he is not in favor of 
free trade, and in the very next breath we 
are told that the democrat has been dech r- 
ing himself a free-trader all along. Now 
what style of argument is this? Are we to 
defend against the charge that we are liars, 
or must we defend against the import of 
our declarations when taken as the truth? 
There is an endeavor to throw out the im 
pression that the democrats can't tell the 
truth about this matter, and at the same 
time the professions of these same democrats 
are cited to prove that they are telling the 
truth. 
Now let us know which charge you 


wish to prefer, Mr. Despatch. We do not 
want to take the trouble to defend against 
lying, and when the case is closed discover 
that we werecharged-with telling the truth. 
TVe must ask the prosecutor in this case to 
develop enough common sense to be reason- 
able. 


Butnowlet us see something about the 


course of reasoning through which The De- 
spatch has put itself.First it defines a f-,-ee tra- 
der, saying, "the commonly accepted defini- 
tion of the term free trader,is one who favors 
a tariff for revenue only, without reference 
to the protection of the industries of the 
country." Now where did The Despatch 
get that definition'.' The gentleman had 
better lay off a while longer, and stick to 
his text book until he finds out that free 
trade is the right to buy where one can buy 
cheapest and sell where cue can .'ell dear- 
est without any interference on the pait of 
the government. Where does The Despatch 
get its "commonly accepted definition?" 
What constitutes common acceptance? Do 
theexaegeratedstatenzentsof alardp essel 
republican campaign make the common ac- 
ceptance? If such is the case we would ad- 
vise The Despatch not to use so many 
words in its "commonly accepted defini- 
tion," anl to simply sty that a free trader 
i« » democrat. 


Tins REVIEW does not think that the 


p.'uple generally believe that a taiff for 
revenue only is frea trade. Th's common 
acceptation of the term is not so wide of 
t!ic mark as The Despatch would have us 
b.-lifve. 
Tli« uc;w man Iincl butter got out 


anioitL' the people and discover that they 
are not nil fool?. 


Just stop for a moment to think of the 


eiiormous proportions that are necessary in 
a tariff that will raise our revenue. 
To 


hear some of ther.?. newspaper nujn talk 
one would imagine that this government 
nat-ded only SlOO a day to keep itself go- 
ing. 
What are the facts? Last year the 


soldiers were paid about $80,000,000. A 
close estimate now puts the number of pen- 
sioners at 500,000, and the amount of money 
which they will draw this year, at $100,- 
000,000. Then there are the running ex- 
penses of the government, another sum still 
larger than the one that goes to the old 
soldiers, Then comes the interest on the 
public debt, and the annual appropriations 
for internal improvements. To meet all 
these demands requires more than :i mill- 
ion dollars a day.

missioner of pensions has been given notice 
that there was no objection to fanner's lib- 
eral policy.

In how short a time will 


these applicants add another $100,000,000 a 
year to the government's running expenses'.' 
So tiiat a tariff for revenue only will soon 
be compelled to raise 5450,000,000 a year. 


And the import duty that will raise this 


sum of money is what The Despatch re- 
gards as the common acceptation of free 
trade. Do our centenarian infants require 
a larger protection'.' We will have to raise 
51,500,000 a day to meet the prospective 
bills. And this is to he raised from duties 
on imports. 
Go to some genuine free 


trader and tell him that you regard such a 
daily tax as free trade. 


Now The Despatch builds its entire ar- 


ticle o-j its own definition of the term, free 
trade. 
It will never deny that this enor- 


mous revenue is being raised every day; or 
that the larger stun will probably be required 
in a few years. But put it any way you 
please, be as eoononomical as you can, the 
fact remains that an enormous revenue must 
be raised. 
It is certainly large enough to 


more than afford all the protection that an 
honest man can ask. 
Mr. Cleveland has 


said, time and again, that this ie\enue 
should be raised in a manner to protect 
American industries. 
He has said it as 


plainly as words can make it. 
If any one 


doubts this let him read the famous mes- 
sage that was sent to Congress in 1887. Jlr. 
Cleveland only objects to the levy of tin 
necessary revenue. Jle stated that unneces- 
sary taxation was unjust taxation. 
Every 


intelligent man who is not a demagogue 
will say the same thing. 
But he was em- 


phatic in saying that American interests 
should be preserved. 


Now if The Despatch wants to state Mr. 


Cleveland's position, will it have the fair- 
ness to let Mr. Cleveland do the talking for 
himself'.' Take his message and letter of 
acceptance and state the exact words. Then 
republican readers ran see what Cleveland 
knows about his own position. 
You fel- 


lows say that Cleveland is a free trader. 
Why dou't yon state his exact words, or at 
least givs us an intelligent reason why lie 
should have lied about it'.' 


But The Despatch says that the demo-

You cannot buy a pure article, 
either imported or domestic, susceptible of 
debasement, that is not shoddy or adulter- 
ated on account of the enormous duties 
thereon. 
I say, then, it is an immoral tar- 


iff, tempting men to every species of eva- 
sion in the payment of duties and in the 
quality of goods. You do not even get hon- 
est goods for the high price that you pay 
for them. 
You get bad, false goods and 


pay two prices. 
The lowering of the tariff 


down to the proper level will abolish most 
of that temptation to fraud 
anil rascality. 


That is a view of the tariff-reform question 
[hat should not be left out of sitdit by hon- 
est and moral men. We have tooirnny civil 
temptations in this country now for Congress 
to add to their number.

crime on the part of Congress to throw sucl 
temptations on importers and dealem, am 
to cause tlie bribery of the revenue officials 
in the great port of New York, where mos1
